Nursing Advisory Council, Inc, 
became a legal organization

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THE INTENT OF CONGRESS 


Congress has frequently made its intentions 
toward the parcel post service clear. In brief, it 
has been the desire that parcel post supplement 
and not supplant express and other carriers, that 
it be limited to smaller packages, mainly carried 
to and from rural areas, and that rates be ade- 
quate to-cover the government's costs. 


But theory and practice have not jibed. Take, 
for instance, the matter of charges. They have 
almost always been below the cost of providing 
the service. It is true that a rate increase went 
into effect last February 1, However, of an esti- 
mated taxpayer loss of $3.3 million a week from 
parcel post, these new rates will make up but 
hz million. So a balance is left of some $1.6 mil- 
lion in weekly losses which must be made up by 
all the taxpayers, whether or not they patronize 
the service. 


The rate question is not all. Parcel post has 
supplanted taxpaying private parcel carriers 
and, if some proposals ever become law, it pro- 
bably will supplant them all. Parcel post, also, has 
moved into service areas where there is no need 
for it, and where private enterprise can do the 
job and pay taxes for the privilege. 


Only congressional action can remedy the 
situation. And the need for remedy is urgent, in 
this time of a huge total postal deficit and a pre- 
cariously balanced federal budget.

tutor and teacher to her children as well as a 
more conscientious parent."
